"Of course, the greatest disappoint- 
ment of the session was the failure of 
the senate to follow the lead of the 
house In ratifying the reciprocity I 
agreeiii"tit made wllh Canada. 

When we entered upon the negotia- ' 
lions 1 authorized the secretary of 
stste and his commissioners to offer 
free trade in everything, but this Can 
ads could not grant us.

Mr Italllnger tendered bis realgna 
tlon In a letter on January l. 1 being 
on the condition of his health. The 
president replied at once, expressing 
his confidence in Secretary Hailing- r 
bin reluctance to accept his resigna- 
tion, snd requested the secretary to

the adjouramlnT'of 
tary 

Tuesday President Taft. In a letter, 
formally accepted the realgnatlon and 
Mr Fisher was appointed as his sue 
cessor. his commission being signed 
Immediately by tbe president Ur. 
Flaher will take office Immediately. 

"I have had the fullest opportuni- 
ty." the president says In his letter 
accepting the resignation, "to know 
you. to know your standards of serv- 
ice to the government and the public, 
to know your motives, to know how 
you have administered your office and 
to know the motlvea of those wbo 
have, assailed you." 

And In tbe conclusion of bis letter 
the president declares that "every 
fiber of my nature rebels against aurb 
hypocrisy" (referring to the attacka 
on iialltnger's character) "and ncrvea 
me to fight such a combination and 
such methods to the blltir end. lest 
success In this Instance may form a 
demoralising precedenL But person- 
al consideration for you and yours

Why do we celebrate and praise our 
forefathers?

Frequently, in tlde-water re 
giona, the country la so low and level 
that the surface of the road la likely 
to be kept continually wet from seep- 
age. If this condition has to be met, 
It is necessary to dig wide ditches on 
of the roadbed and raise tbe 
that the crown of the road 
will be sufficiently high to shed water 
thoroughly before hauling any clay 
upon tt.

Cost of Raising Stock. 

The cost of raising calves and pigs 
from birth to maturity Is discussed 
briefly by the office of experiment sta- 
tion. In scanners' rtulletlu No. 202, 
nlong with a number of other short 
"government farm experiments." 
Some dozen Instances are recorded of 
raising animals along the varied lines 
advocated by different growers, of 
which accurate account haa been kept. 
At the 8torrs (Connecticut station) 
eight calves gained on nn avernge of 
1.31 pounds per day. On the basis of 
the recorded data of various tents the 
estimated coat of raising a calf until 
two years old la Ml .20. with the pre- 
vailing prices of feeding stuff in Con- 
necticut 

In some extensive ex|>erliuents with 
pig feeding It was calculated that on 
au average It took 2 77 pounds of di- 
gestible nutrient at a cost of 3.11 
cents to produce a pound of gain with 
pigs from birth to maturity.
